MUSIC 


T rem endous 
Strider, 
in 
Science 
of 
Acoustics 
Open New Vistas to A rt 
of M usical Expression. 


HAT in music? 
It is surprising how few 
people can give a coherent 
answer to this question. 
Yet in a way it is not re­ 
markable. for music embodies far 
more than the simple physical ele­ 
ments of which it is composed. 
The dictionary says: "Music is 
the science and art of the rhythmic 
combination of tones, vocal or in­ 
strumental. embracing melody and 
harmony for the expression of any­ 
thing possible by this means, hut 
chiefly anything emotional.” That, 
perhaps, is as good a general defi­ 
nition as one can hope to formu­ 
late. 
But even that leaves much 
unsaid. 
The truth is that so many radical 
changes are being made constantly 
in the composition and reproduction 
of music, that our Ideas about it 
are forced to change with them. 
Theie was a day, in tho dim begin­ 
nings of recorded time, when prim­ 
eval forest dwellers regarded the 
harsh 
monotonic 
screeching* 
of 
their bone fifes and the thumpings 
of their crude drums as music of 
the highest order. 
Today we have our highly organ­ 
ized sonatas and symphonic poems 
rendered by great orchestras con­ 
taining scores of varieties of instru­ 
ments, and not only produced bin 
reproduced any number of times by 
the talking machine, or spread in­ 
stantaneously over the face of the 
globe by the radio. 
The Dawn of Music 
The first music undoubtedly was 
the modulation of the human voice 
in song. 
In the beginning man 
found that he could get more out 
of his vocal cords than the gut­ 
tural grunts which constituted his 
primitive mode of speech. He dis­ 
covered 
that 
he 
could 
produce 
sounds both higher and lower than 
those used in the accustomed inter­ 
course of the spoken word. Charmed 
with the novel and not unpleasant 
effect, he experimented in various 
arrangements and combinations of 
these now notes. 
This simple mel­ 
ody, echoing in seme smoky cavern, 
was the first music. 
The 
invention 
of the 
various 
musical instruments followed at a 
much later date. 
Tradition has it 
that the lyre, or harp, was discov­ 
ered by the vibration of the wind 
in the dried membranes stretched 
across the shell of a dead tortoise. 
Tile development of the flute and 
other wind instruments ie supposed 
to have originated in the sound 
made by the river bree se blowing 
across hollow reeds on the water's 
edge. 


Mnny centuries passed before.man 
began to apply rational thought 
to music. 
Slowly it was organized 
into a science. 
Learned men stud­ 
ied it and found that sound is due 
to vibrations whish travel through 
the air and enter the ear. 
It was 
found that tite.se sound vibrations 
have fhree distinct qualifier, and 
that every sound has its own indi­ 
vidual combination of these three 
qualities. 
Moreover it was discov­ 
ered that these vibrations may be 
combined 
together 
according 
to 
mathematical rule, producing what 
is 
known 
as 
Harmony. 
Later 
Harmony became, so ramified and 
complex that it is now regarded 
as a separate study, governing (lie 
whole subject of chord structure. 


Three Factors in Sound 


The three qualities which char­ 
acterize every sound vibration are: 
(I) 
Intensity, 
or 
loudness, 
(2) 
Number of vibrations per second, 
which 
determines 
its 
Pitch, 
or 
place in the ascending scale of 
noters, and (3) Overtones, by which 
the hearer distinguishes the violin 
from the piano, and the tenor voice 
from the bass, even when striking 
notes of identical pitch. 


This last-named quality is one of 
the most elusive of musical prob­ 
lems. particularly in the field of 
sound reproduction. 
In attempting 
to capture and release a series of 
musical notes such as a vocal or 
instrumental selection, it always 
has been found more difficult to 
distinguish 
between 
various 
in­ 
struments than their loudness or 
pitch. 
Thus, a talking machine 
record of Beethoven’s Fifth Sym­ 
phony, while successful In repro­ 
ducing the volume and pitch of the 
vibrations, may leave something to 
he desired in the matter of dis­ 


tinguishing the noun choirs from 
the flute section, or the violon­ 
cellos from the French horns. 
Even this difficulty has been met, 
however, by the steady advances 
of 
musical science. 
Today 
the 
great physical and electrical lab- 
j oratories of the world are applying 
themselves as never before to these 
questions, 
and 
only 
recently 
a 
such*-! of brilliant investigations 
resulted in the Invention of a new* 
device 
for 
sound 
reproduction 
called the orthophonic talking ma­ 
chine which has succeeded in re­ 
producing accurately all the n e c ­ 
essary overtones, a feat never lie- 
fore accomplished. 
The basis of 
this discovery was an entirely new 
principle, 
called 
Matched 
Im­ 
pedance. 


A Long-Felt Need 
My such advances the science 
and art of music progresses. 
Such 
achievements are to music what 
the development of printing was to 
literature—a means of disseminat­ 
ing on a far-flung scale, and for 
ail time, the temporary and ephe­ 
meral 
accomplishments 
of 
man. 
Had these devices been in existence 
as long- as printing, who knows 
what great geniuses of the instru- 
jment and the aria would have been 
preserved 
for 
our 
present-day 
pleasure 
and 
instruction? 
How 
many 
unnumbered virtuosi have 
lived and been forgotten in the 
past for the lack of a permanent 
recordation of their skill? 
As the various means of playing 
music are developed, as more and 
more is known about the basic 
vibrations which constitute musi­ 
cal sound, there will be correspond­ 
ing progress in the art of com­ 
posing. These notes, or vibrations, 
will be gathered into new and un­ 
tried combinations which were Im­ 
possible with the old instruments, 
and the form of musical composi­ 
tions will expand just ms they did 
when orchestrations superseded the 
more 
primitive 
instrumental ar­ 
rangements of the Middle Agee.

WHAT IS MUSIC? 


T rem end ous 
S trid es 
in 
S cien ce 
of 
A coustics 
O pen N ew V istas to Art 
of M usical E x pression. 


HAT is music? 
It is surprising how few 
people can giv e a coherent 
answer to this 
question. 
Yet in a way it is not re­ 
markable. for music embodies far 
more than the simple phy sical ele­ 
ments of which it is composed. 
The dictionary say s: “ Music is 
?hv science and art of the rhy thmic 
combination of tones, v ocal or in­ 
strumental. embracing melody and 
harmony for the ex pression of any ­ 
thing possible by this means, but 
chiefly any thing emotional.” That, 
perhaps, is as good a general defi­ 
nition as one can hope to formu­ 
late. 
But ev en that leav es much 
unsaid. 
The truth is that so many radical 
changes are being made constantly 
in the composition and reproduction 
of music, that our ideas about it 
are forced to change with them. 
Thete was a day , in the dim begin­ 
nings of recorded time, when prim­ 
ev al forest dwellers regarded the 
harsh 
monotonie 
screechings 
of 
their bone fifes and the thumpings 
of their crude drums as music of 
the highest order. 
Today we hav e our highly organ­ 
ized sonatas and sy mphonic poems 
rendered by great orchestras con­ 
taining scores of v arieties of instru­ 
ments, and not only produced but 
reproduced any number of times by 
the talking machine, or spread in­ 
stantaneously ov er the face of the 
globe by the radio. 


T h e Dawn of Mu sic 
The first music undoubtedly was 
the modulation of the human v oice 
in song. 
In the beginning man 
found that he could get more out 
of his v ocal cords than the gut­ 
tural grunts which constituted his 
primitiv e mode of speech. He dis­ 
cov ered 
that 
he 
could 
produce 
sounds both higher and lower than 
those used in the accustomed inter­ 
course of the spoken word. Charmed 
with the nov el and not unpleasant 
effect, he ex perimented in v arious 
arrangements and combinations of 
these new notes. 
This simple mel­ 
ody , echoing in sctne smoky cav ern, 
was the first music. 
The 
inv ention 
of 
the 
v arious 
musical instruments followed at a 
much later date. 
Tradition has it 
that the ly re, or harp, was discov ­ 
ered by the v ibration of the wind 
in the dried membranes stretched 
across the shell of a dead tortois« . 
Tfce dev elopment of the flute and 
other wind instrumenta is supposed 
to hav e originated in the sound 
made by the riv er breese blowing 
across bollow reeds on the water's 
edge. 


Mnnv centuries passed before.man 
began 
to apply rational thought 
to music. 
Slowly it was organ zed 
into a science. 
Learned men stud­ 
ied it and found that sound is due 
to v ibrations which trav el through 
the air and enter the ear. 
It was 
found that these sound v ibrations 
have three distinct qualities, and 
that ev ery sound has its own indi­ 
v idual combination of these three 
qualities. 
Moreov er it was discov - 
er Hi that these v ibrations may be j 
combined 
together 
according 
to 
j 
mathematical rule, producing what 
is 
known 
as 
Harmony . 
Later 
Harmony became so ramified and 
complex that it is now regarded 
as a separate study , gov erning the 
whole subject of chord structure. 


Three Factors in Sound 


The three qualities which char­ 
acterize ev ery sound v ibration are: 
< 1) 
Intensity , 
or 
loudness, 
(2) 
Number of v ibrations per second, 
which 
determines 
its 
Pitch, 
or 
place in the ascending scale of 
notes, and (3) Ov ertones, by w hich 
the hearer distinguishes the v iolin 
from the piano, and the tenor v oice 
from the bass, ev en when striking 
notes of identical pitch. 


This last-named quality is one of 
the most elusiv e of musical prob­ 
lems, particularly in the field of 
sound reproduction. 
In attempting 
to capture and release a series of 
musical notes such as a v ocal or 
instrumental selection, it alway s 
has been found more difficult to 
distinguish 
between 
v arious 
in­ 
struments than their loudness or 
pitch. 
Thus, a 
talking machine 
record of Beethov ens Fifth Sy m­ 
phony , while successful in repro­ 
ducing the v olume and pitch of the 
v ibrations, may leav e something to 
he desired In the matter of dla- 


nngmshtng the riolln choirs from 
the 
flute section, or the v iolon­ 
cellos from the French horns. 
Ev en this difficulty has been met, 
howev er, by the steady adv ances 
of 
musical 
science. 
Today 
the 
great phy sical and electrical lab­ 
oratories of the world are apply ing 
themselv es as nev er before to these 
questions, 
and 
only 
recently 
a 
secies 
of brilliant 
inv estigations 
resulted in the inv ention of a new 
dev ice 
for 
sound 
reproduction 
called the orthophonie talking ma­ 
chine which has succeeded in re­ 
producing accurately all the nec­ 
essary ov ertones, a feat nev er be­ 
fore accomplished. 
The basis of 
this discov ery was an entirely new 
principle, 
called 
Matched 
Im- 
p “dance. 


A L o n g -F elt Need 
By such adv ances the science 
and art of music progresses. 
Such 
achiev ements are to music what 
the dev elopment of printing was to 
literature—a means of disseminat­ 
ing on a far-flung scale, and for 
all time, the temporary and ephe­ 
meral 
accomplishments 
of 
man. 
Had these dev ices been in ex istence 
as long as printing, who knows 
what great geniuses of the instru­ 
ment and the aria would hav e been 
preserv ed 
for 
our 
present-day 
pleasure 
and 
instruction? 
How 
many 
unnumbered 
v irtuosi 
hav e 
liv ed and been forgotten 
in the 
past for the lack of a permanent 
recordation of their skill? 
As the v arious means of play ing 
music are dev eloped, as more and 
more 
is known about the 
basic 
v ibrations which constitute musi­ 
cal sound, there will be correspond­ 
ing progress in the art of com­ 
posing. 
Tbese notes, or v ibrations, 
will be gathered into new and 
u n ­ 
tried combinations which were im­ 
possible with the old instrument» , 
and the form of musical composi­ 
tions will ex pand just as they did 
when orcheatrations superseded 
the 
more 
primitiv e 
Instrumental 
ar­ 
rangementa of the Middle Agee.
